THE PEKING PLAN UPSET.

Dealers in American Goods Fined
by Government Official.

Ehanghal Aug. 2 —Chang Chien, who has been
ordercd by the Peking Ministry to begin measures
to settle the bovoolt, ta-day met the Chinese chair-
msn of commerca and the principal plece goods
dealers He began by fining certain dJealers
4000 tasis for alleged hreaches of the boyeolt
He then ordered all to sign an agreement to buy
ne more American goods from foreign merchants of
any nationallzy.

Regurding goods contracted for before the boy-
gott was staried, he stated his intention of apei-
irg an office and granting pa and stampt
surh goods. thus permitting their sale in the in-
torlor.

¥ siso announced his intention of opening offices
in thists-r.x principal trade centres fn China, whera
gonds ta stamped will be passed. This will re-
quire st inftial sum of 200,000 taels, which Shanghai
deslers maust pay, thus averting impending financia
ruin. This means the creation of permanent boy-
cotting machinery. avaliable against any branch of
any fopeicn irade in Chins and the practical imposi-
tion of mew taxation agninst all trenty tariffs.
